U. S. COURT CONVENES 


GOOD IN TNE HOOSE 


Washington, March Ti.—The 
fate of the statehood bill will re­ 
main undetermined until Monday, 
the 17th, at least. 
This is in ac­ 
cordance with a kind of informal 
agreement between the leaders 
on each side of the contest to 
await the return of a number of 
members of the House who will 
not be in Washington this week. 
Until theu the bill will lie on the 
Speaker's table. 
On the day 
named Mr. Hamilton, who made 
the measure which the Senate 
has so scarified, will be recogniz­ 
ed to refer the bill to his commit­ 
tee on territories. The motion 
to concur in the senate s amend­ 
ments will be opposed to that,and 
the vote on that motion will de­ 
termine the fate of the bill. 
The general belief is—indeed, it 
is overwhelmingly the belief— 
that Speaker Cauuon will fail to 
marshal sufficient support to pre­ 
vent concurrence of the house in 
the senate amendments. 
Even 
at the beginning of the season, 
when every desire was unsatisfied 
and with the help of the Presi­ 
dent. he was able to muster a 
majority of only twenty-seven in 
support of his rule, by virtue of 
which the omnibus bill was jam­ 
med through. 
Since then many 
of the desire* which made men 
craven have been satisfied, and in 
the degree that gratitute is weak­ 
er than greed these men are le*s 
fearful of the Speaker now than 
they were then. 
In addition to that, it may be 
said on pretty good authority 
that the Speaker will not be sup­ 
ported by the President as he was 
then. 
It was only after he had 
sent up a Macedonian cry that 
the Speaker was saved on that 
occasion. 
The same cry now will 
not bring forth such heroic help, 
for the President made it clear to 
his callers Saturday that while he 


regretted, the action of the Senate 
he would not interpose to hamper 
the member* of the House. 
If left untrammelled the major­ 
ity in favor of the bill aa it came 
from the senate would be over­ 
whelming. 
That is 
conceded. 
And while many, of course, will 
be subject to the influences of the 
Speaker, the number who will re­ 
sist will be larger than the small 
number which will be needed to 
rever*e 
the 
verdict 
rendered 
when the rule was adopted.

of court for its spring term of 
three weeks. 
Judge Dickerson and his offi­ 
cial retinue all reached Ada be 
fore noon. 
At the hour of two in 
the afternoon the judge ascended 
the bench and the court crier 
formally opened the session. 
After the petit jury was called 
and qualified, the grand jury was 
called and sworn in. 
The latter 
is composed of the following good 
citizens: 
J. C. Cates, foreman, Littleton 
Davis, Joe Smith, Jim Chandler, 
Win. McKoy, R. R. Brown, A. B. 
Yeager, George H. Henley, John 
Barringer John C. Roff, Robert

The jjdge began his enlarge to 
the grand jury by reminding 
them that their

nize the motives of prosecuting 
witnesses appearing before them,

OKLAHOMA FARMERS W ill 


INCREASE COTTON AVERAGE

12.— 
While in Pottawatomie county a 
less acreage for the coming sea­ 
son is reported, yet in practically 
every other part of Oklahoma an 
increased acreage over last year 
is being planted. 
In Comanche, 
Kiowa and Greer counties the 
general increase is now figured at 
one-third over last year. 
The 
small farmers will not change 
much, but the big planters are 
planning for a con*iderable in­ 
crease in the acreage. 
In Beaver county, where the 
first cotton in the history of the 
county was planted last spring, 
an immense acreage will be plant­ 
ed this spring. 
In order to han­ 
dle the crop of that county gins 
weVe built at Beaver City aud 
Tryone, 
aud the two handled 
$28,000 worth of cotton up to Feb. 
15. The success met with last 
year by these farmers has induc­ 
ed them to plant an acreage in 
some instances three times as 
large as last season's.

Paris, March 12,—-A terrible 
explosion occurred Saturday in a 
coal mine in* the Courriere district 
of the Pas de Oaiias, 18 miles 
from Bethune. 
It has been learn­ 
ed that out of the 1,795 men who 
descended into the pits to work 
only 591 have come up, leaving 
1,204 buried in the three pits. 
Rescue parties that have come 
to the surface!say that all of the 
e&rlylattempts were useless. In 
the three chambers in which the ex­ 
plosion took place the violence of 
the fire was such that flames is­ 
sued from the mouth of the pit. 
The spectacle stir rounding the 


scene was fearful. 
Great crowds 
of weeping women and children 
gathered to ascertain the fate of 
male members of their families. 
It was stated that a smoulder­ 
ing tire broke out . Friday night 
in the Cecil pit of the Caoutre 
mine near Mericourt at a depth of 
270 meters where masonry works 
were proceeding. 
M. Baranlt, 
the chief engineer of the mines, 
descended for the purposes of in­ 
vestigating 
the 
circumstances 
which led to the fire.

Spinach Is Not Often Employed for 
Soup, But I t Is Wholesome 
and Palatable 


One quart of spinach, two quarts ol 
milk, one ounce of butter, flour 
ami 
seasoning. 
Wash and trim one quart 
of green spinach, put it in a saucepan 
holding at least three quarts of boil­ 
ing water, and three tablespoonfuls of 
salt. Boil it rapidly, with the cover off 
until it is tender. wUicth will be from 
three to seven minutes, according 10 
the age of the spinach. 
While it is 
boiling, press it under the water with 
a wooden spoon. 
As soon as it is ten­ 
der. drain it in a colander, run plenty 
of cold water over it from a faucet. 
Chop fine and rub it through a sieve 
with a wooden spoon.

The motion 
to concur in the senate's amend- 
meats will be opposed to that,and 
the vote on that motion will de 
termine the fate of the bill. 


The general belief is — indeed, it 


is overwhelmingly the belief — 
that Speaker Cannon will fail to 
marshal sufficient support to pre- 
vent concurrence of the house in 
the senate amendments. 
Even 


at the beginning of the season, 
when every desire was unsatisfied 
and with the help of the Presi- 
dent, he was able to muster a 
majority of only twenty-seven in 
support of his rule, by virtue of 
which the omnibus bill was jam 
med through. Since then many 
of the desires which made men 
craven have been satisfied, and in 
the degree that gratitute is weak- 
er than greed these men are less 
fearful of the Speaker now than 
they were then.

At the hour of two in 
the afternoon the judge ascended 
the bench and the court crier 
formally opened the session. 


After the petit jury was called 


and qualified, the grand jury was 
called and sworn in. The latter 
is composed of the following good 
citizens:

The judge began his rfharge to 


the grand jury by reminding 
them that their selection was 
complimentary*to themselves, in- 
asmuch as it was the duty of jury 
commissioners to choose the very 
best men of the community. He 
cautioned the jurymen to scruti- 
nize the motives of prosecuting 
witnesses appearing before them, 


for fear of wronging the innocent 
and aiding false prosecution. As 
required by law the court special- 
ly charged them to Investigate 
violations of the laws protecting 
mortgages and commercial paper. 
However, he enjoined them not 
to permit the court machinery to 
be imposed upon by creditors* 
seeking to collect their debts;they 
were reminded that the grand 
jury was no collection agency.

OKLAHOMA FARMERS WILL 


INCREASE COTTON AVERAGE

12.— 


While in Pottawatotnie county a 
less acreage for the coming sea* 
son is reported, yet in practically 
every other part of Oklahoma an 
increased acreage over last year 
is being planted. In Comanche, 
Kiowa and Greer counties the 
general increase is now figured at 
one-third over last year. The 
small farmers will not change 
much, but the big planters are 
planning for a considerable in- 
crease in the acreage. 
. In Beaver county, where the 


first cotton in the history of the 
county was planted last spring, 
an immense acreage will be plant- 
ed this spring. In order to han- 
dle the crop of that county ^ms 
were built at Beaver City and 
Tryone, and the two handled 
$28,000 worth of cotton up to Feb. 
15. The success met with last 
year by these farmers has induc- 
ed them to plant an acreage in 
some instances three times as 
large as last season's.

GOOD VEGETABLE SOUP. 


•pinach Is Not Often Employed for 


Soup, But It Is Wholesome 


and Palatable. 


One quart of spinach, two quarts o! 


milk, one ounce of butter, flour and 
seasoning. Wash and trim one quart 
of green spinach, put it tn a saucepan 
holding at least three quarts of boll- 
ing water, and three tablespoonfuls of 
•alt. Boil it rapidly, with the cover off 
until it is tender, whlcth will be from 
three to seven minutes, according to 
the age of the spinach. While it is 
boiling, press it under the water with 
-a wooden spoon. As soon as it is ten- 
der, drain it in a colander, run plenty 
of cold water over it from a faucet. 
Chop fine and rub it through a sieve 
with a wooden spoon. While the spin- 
ach is boiling, prepare the soup as fol- 
lows: Put the milk over the fire to 
boll, first putting into the kettle a gill 
Of cold water, to prevent burning. Mix 
together, over the fire, an ounce oT 
butter and an ounce and a half of flour 
until they bubble, then gradually add 
the boiling milk. 
Season it wttlr a 


level tablespoonful of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of white pepper and a quartet 
of a saitspoonful of ' grated nutmeg. 
When (tie broth is done, stir Into it 
enough of the spinach to color it i 
delicate green and serve hot.—Chicago 
later Ocean.

OKLAHOMA FARMERS WILL 


INCREASE COTTON AVERAGE

12.— 


While in Pottawatotnie county a 
less acreage for the coming sea* 
son is reported, yet in practically 
every other part of Oklahoma an 
increased acreage over last year 
is being planted. In Comanche, 
Kiowa and Greer counties the 
general increase is now figured at 
one-third over last year.

GOOD VEGETABLE SOUP. 


Ipinacn Is Not Often Employed for 


Soup, But It Is Wholesome 


and Palatable. 


One quart of spinach, two quarts o! 


milk, one ounce of butter, flour and 
seasoning. Wash and trim one quart 
of green spinach, put it tn a saucepan 
holding at least three quarts of boil- 
ing water, and three tablespoonfuls of 
Bait. Boil it rapidly, with the cover off 
until it is tender, whtcth will be from 
three to seven minutes, according to 
the age of the spinach. While it is 
boiling, press it under the water with 
-a wooden spoon. As soon as It is ten- 
der, drain it in a colander, run plenty 
of cold water over it from a faucet. 
Chop fine and rub it through a sieve 
with a wooden spoon. While the spin- 
ach is boiling, prepare the soup as fol- 
lows: Put the milk over the fire to 
boil, first putting into the kettle a gill 
Of cold water, to prevent burning. Mix 
together, over the fire, an ounce oT 
butter and an ounce and a half of flour 
until they bubble, then gradually add 
the boiling milk. 
Season it wlUT a 


level tablespoonful of salt, half a tea- 
spoonful of white pepper and a quartet 
of a saitspoonful of ' grated nutmeg. 
When (tie broth is done, stir Into it 
enough of the spinach to color it t 
delicate green and serve hot.—Chicago 
later Ocean.

he seated himselt beneath n 


pine nnd watched. Presently he saw 
twin 'Jio old eagles saft away into the 
blue t-lher. 


TluMi Lone Boy ro^c and bfgan the 


dtsceirt—a perilous business. Hitherto 
ne bnd refralnetl from attempting it 
only because ot the apparent impossi- 
bility of bringing tlie.birds back, tjven 
Kbo4<ld he succeed in reaching their 
perch. 
Now he had determined to

In vnitt Lone Boy scanned tho I'nee 


fof the 
letfrce from which lie had 


dropped. There wns no possible bund* 
bold within reacli, and Ihe bushy pine 
had Ipiuwl so fur out to catch the sun- 


light that Iti flimsy topi came uowher 
near the rock dim above. 


If within a very few days some on» 


should pass within balling distance 
there would be u chance of rescue 
otherwise not. 
' 


Again the lad crawled within th 


tent-like shelter of the pine, where for 
a time he watched the uneasy eaglets 
flop about and peck at tbe arihoylni 
strings which hampered them. Towart 
•night the old eagles returned; and oue 
of them bore a cock sage-grouse In Its 
talons. 


Lone Boy was near to laughter when 


tbe dead bird was deposited upon the 
nest, for the tied eaglets strugglcc 
spitefully, Jerking the quarry back am 
forth, flapping their wings, and pulling 
against each other for possession. In 
the meantime tbe old eagle sat with a 
solemn look of ituintry upon Its face 
and finally "flew'away,' croaking'in ap 
parent disgust. 


The boy crawled from hiding. Some 


of that grouse%he must have, and he 
secured the leg and a portion of the 
breast for bis supper.

When everything has been 
put in readiness anil the weather has 
become more like summer th<' house- 
wives come and tak<» the places of the 
dairy maids, nnd these and the hired 
men are sent home.

I will not describe to you the many 


dangers to which herd and shepherd 
boys were formerly exposed, ,wbeii 
wolves and bears,were hunting around 
1'or lambs,- sheep, calves and other ani- 
mals for their breakfast or dinner? 
but I will tell you about the bright 
>>lde of these bojs' life to show that 
they can also play their little tricks 
and manage to get n good deal of fun 
out of their daily work, lonesome 
though they ore in those lofty regions. 


Nature bns blessed them with a won- 


derfully clear and healthful iUr, witli 
plenty of sunshine and outdoor life.
